Under “economical” the writer 
states, “Palo Alto, like most of San 
Mateo County, is largely residential, 
while San Jose, on the other hand is 
highly commercial”. And here fol- 
lows a most interesting observation, 
“Other parts of Santa Clara Co. are 
agricultural, again differing from 
the pattern of living in Palo Alto.’ 
But read further. 

Under “social” advantages to Palo 
Alto from slipping into San Mateo 
Co. the writer observes, “persona’ 
ties are closer between San Mateo 
Co. and Palo Alto residents .. . 
Both areas contains many estates 
and better homes. Social life is 
closer linked.” He adds that “some 
of the proponents (doesn’t say who) 
of annexation would include the 
southern boundaries of Palo Alto 
and even go west toward the hills” 
saying that one man (name with- 
held) suggested that Los Altos 
should also be taken into San Mateo 
Co., comparing Los Altos to Ather- 
ton, Hillsborough and Woodside, “all 
containing larger homes and having 
similar problems.” Now why leave 
Los Gatos out of the group if birds 
of a feather must flock together?

Among the projects to be contin- 
ued into 1948 is the codification of 
city ordinances. It is probable, how- 
ever, that it will take more than 
another year to accomplish this task. 
for first the existing ordinances 
must be examined carefully, and 
modernized and made more equit- 
able if these defects exist. The first 
steps in this direction have been 
proceeding for more than a year as 
the Planning Commission and the 
Council have been wrestling with 
the modernization of our zoning or- 
dinance. 

For years now our zoning ordin- 
ance has been amended piecemeal 
with spot rezonings and the setting 
up of new type zones with only small 
variations from our existing regula- 
tions. There have been continual 
pleas over recent years from the 
owners of scattered parcels to zone 
this lot or that one so that this use 
could be made or that type of build- 
ing could be constructed. The pur- 
pose usually is allegedly, to improve 
the neighborhood to a greater ex- 
tent than if the existing regulations 
were to stand. 

We have found too that our or- 
iginal zones did not meet the mod- 
ern building construction trends, 
particularly that type of home 
known as the “California ranch 
house”. As this type of home gen- 
erally spreads out across the lot in 
contrast to the older standard square 
layout, the 60 per cent and 70 per 
cent of lot width coverage restric- 


tion contained in our older ordin-' 


ances was particularly inapplicable. 


set up newW zones for projected new 
subdivisions so that modern con- 
struction practise could be follow- 
ed. In these new zones the mini- 
mum lot widths were increased and 
the sideline requirement stated in a 
given number of feet. Through these 
recurrent problems our original “A” 
zone grew to six zones, the last’ of 
which has the atrocious appella- 
tion of AAAAAA. 


The Planning Commission and the 
Council have held numerous meet- 
ings on the subject, and the defini- 
tions and restrictions in the various 
zones have been pretty well agreed 
upon. The zones have been ration- 
alized and their numbers reduced.

The work of re-precincting the 
entire County has just been con- 
cluded and resulted in the estab- 
lishment of 93 new precincts or a 
total of 427 precincts for the County 
as a whole. 

Therefore, we are now prepared to 
obtain the registrations of all eli- 
gible voters not presently on our 
records which it is estimated is con- 
siderable in number. 

Anything which you may be able 
to do towards emphasizing the need 
for persons to register now will aid 
in minimizing the last-minute rush 
of registrations which always pre- 
sents a problem. 

Your cooperation in bringing to 
the attention of your readers the 
need for becoming properly regis- 
tered will be very helpful to this 
office and certainly much appreci- 
ated.

Labor thinks it 
can balance the economic budget by 
demanding more money at regular 
intervals, but most union members, 
by this time, have realized that such 
tactics are only a financial merry-go- 
round, because their pay-increases 
are merely added to the cost of pro- 
duction and taken out of next week’s 
or next month’s envelope, bringing 
them right back to where they 
started. 


President Truman has suggested 
price controls and rationing, which 
do not promise any worth while re- 
lief, if we regard the precedent of 
the war years, when we couldn’t get 
enough bacon, eggs, meat or any- 
thing else for love or money—unless 
we bought from black markets which 


charged about as much as butchers, | 


grocers and clothers do now and 
made us feel like a criminal when 
we dealt with them. Most people 
would sooner pay black market 
prices in the open and be able to get 
what they want. There is a kind of 
morale builder just in seeing things 
for sale behind counters, even if 
you can’t afford them.’ 

I don’t think that’s inflation at 
all. It is more like a pernicious ex- 
ample of Big Business and Union 
Bosses getting away with murder. 
Even union workers and the rank

don’t believe|trust it, or feel that it can last. I 
that is the right; believe, if an honest and forceful 


effort were made by Government to 
curb the Gargantuan profits of what 
someone called our Economic Royal- 
ists, the whole thing would iron out 
and we would get back to something 
like normal economy.

On December 18th, 26,415 letters

The year 1948, young as it is, is 
promising to outdo its predecessor at 
the postoffice. In its first seven days, 
it already had surpassed 1947’s first 
week by $500. 

Seven years ago, Menlo Park had 
three mail carriers and one rural 
route. Now it has seven carriers, and 
probably will get two more this year. 

Meanwhile a request is before 
Washington to eliminate the rural 
route entirely, putting the entire 
postal district on a city delivery 
basis.

The real problem of providing 
more adequate facilities for the 
Menlo Park branch of the County 
Library was emphasized in a report 
of the Library Committee to the 
City Council Tuesday night. 


The report in full follows: 


1. The problem is to provide li- 
brary facilities on the ground floor, 
with three times the area now 
available, in a good location, and 
open every day. 

2. We have interviewed numerous 
citizens and have found that they 
prefer the shopping district. We 
have looked at everything there and) 
have found that the rentals to which 
the county is limited by the library 
tax money ($100 per month) will 
buy nothing that would serve.

3. We shall have to move the li- 
brary from its present location when 
the city offices move to Dibble. The 
library could be well housed there.

tive. Unless we make up our minds 
to compete for accommodations in 
the shopping district, we shali ,at 
least for the time being, move to 
Dibble. 

4, From the county manager and 
library staff, we have learned that 
the 1942 plan for county library 
‘buildings has gone up in smoke with 
the building costs. If we wait a- 
round for the county to build for us 
we'll be out in the street. 


5. Even if we decide on a building 
of our own, we won’t get one in 
time. But we can eventually have 
one if we will raise $30,000 or $40,009 
and build it ourselves. There are 
still plenty of locations to choose 
from such as Recreation Park, San- 
ta Cruz development, Dibble, and a- 
longside Memorial Park. 

6. Membership in the county li- 
brary system now costs us $2,300 per 
year, and gives us access to a good 
supply of books. The cost of an 
equivalent city system would be pro- 
hibitive. Therefore, whether or not 
we build, we shall wish to remain in 
the county system. 

The report was signed by Lloyd 
Neumann, chairman; Louise M. 
Brown, and Augustus Locke. 

Councilmen brought up the possi- 
bility of a bond issue to raise funds 
for building a library building or 
supplementing the county rental so 
as to “compete for accommodations 
in the shopping district.” 

“It’s a case of local pride,” Mayor 
Charles Burgess declared, “whether 
we add $100 to compete with busi- 
ness or locate the library at Dib- 
ble.” Neumann, the committee 
chairman, however, said no com- 
mercial buildings are available in 
Menlo Park at the present time. 

Councilman Vernon Barker com- 
mented that Dibble had buildings 
that could be used and suggested 
that the community wait and see 
if Menlo Park obtains the Dibble 
area. 

In opposition to a bond issue to 
build a library building, Councilman 
Edward Church remarked, “First the 
county abandons building because 
of high costs, and then we step in.”

Although the request for a vote 
was made by Henry Wolff of Selby 
Lane (and two other residents quick- 
ly followed with the motion) oppor- 
tunity to place the motion was given 
to Attorney Marks by Bill Tyler, 
chairman of the Planning Commis- 
sion, after the lengthy discussion, 
in which Marks asked that Baldoc-
